'No Contest'
Marks Much

Light to medium voting was predicted generally through­ 
out the county as voters prepared to go to the polls Tuesday 
morning for the 1960 edition of the primary elections.

High point of the ballot for local as well as all Calif­ 
ornia voters is a so-called popularity poll between Cover- 
Democratic delepates and Ric- 
nor Brown and his slate of 
Republican delegates.

WITH THE state registration 
favoring the democrats seven- 
to-five most observers were 
giving Brown and the Demo­ 
crats liberal odds.

Locally, the only contested 
races appear on the GOP bal­ 
lot for the 17th Congressional 
District where Tom Coffee and 
Vincent Lee Isham are seeking 
nomination to oppose Demo­ 
crat Cecil King, who is running 
unopposed on the Democratic 
ballot.

NORTH TORRANCE voters 
will be asked to choose be­ 
tween Supervisor Kenneth 
Hahn and his challenger, Leo­ 
nard Roach. The rest of Tor­ 
rance will find only the name 
of Supervisor Burton W. Chace 
on the ballot.

Richard Lee Glasier will be 
seeking the GOP nomination 
for the 68th Assembly District 
while Incumbent Vincent Tho­ 
mas appears unopposed on the 
Democratic ticket.

REPUBLICAN CHARLES
Chapel is seeking re-election in 
the 46th Assembly District, 
which includes the Riviera sec­ 
tion of Torrance the peninsula, 
beach cities, and Inglewood. 
Seeking the Democratic nomi­ 
nation to oppose him are Ed­ 
ward Edwards of Hermosa 
Beach and Charles Sohner, an 
El Camino instructor.

District Attorney William B. 
McKesson is being opposed by 
Judge Adolph Alexander of 
Beverly Hills in one of the few 
contested county elections. The 
HERALD has endorsed Mr. Me- 
Kesson's re-election to this im­ 
portant office.

CHARLES D. BARKER, who
drew a short term after elec- 
tun to the new Water Replen­ 
ishment District last year, is 
opposed by Eugene W. Egbert, 
an operating engineer.

In addition to the partisan

THE INSPECTION program

is conducted in conjunction 
with classroom work on dental 
hygiene in all g r a d e s, and 
stressing the importance of 
proper tooth care.
